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II. To recommend iriter-se prioritization of various activities of GSI, and suggest 
measures to bring about greater focus in its activities. 

III. To redefine the role of GSI in the context of the National Mineral Policy. 

IV. To redefine the role of GSI in mineral exploration activities vis-a-vis the 
private sector as well as public bodies. 

V. To examine the technological and manpower resources and organisational 
structure in respect of collection, generation and utilization of data through 
ground, marine and airborne surveys and laboratory set-ups, and recommend 
measures for improvement where required. 

VI. To examine the mandate, structure, processes and systems adopted by other 
geological survey organizations within and outside India, and suggest to what 
extent they can be applied in GSI. 

VII. To review the administrative structure of GSI with a view to ensuring (a) 
effective control and decision-making processes and (b) efficient financial 
management and control systems. 

VIII. To examine and suggest suitable changes in the existing mechanism of 
induction, career progression and training needs of human resources 
commensurate with the emerging requirements of the organization. 

3. The Committee will submit its final report within a period of six months.
